New Pattern of 
Relations Is

WASHINGTON- Beneath the head- 


line hubub about credits for Britain 
lies the fundamental fact that a new 
pattern of relations between the Unit- 
ed States and the Empire is in the 
making.

When he needs extra dollars, which 


he can buy only with gold, ho would 
like to borrow on his personal note 
to avoid selling his investments, or 
even pledging them. 


But, 
unfortunately for him, he argu- 


ed about a personal note he gave the 
United States about 20 years ago. He 
failed to pay back $5,000,000,000 worth 
of World war debts. Now he's back 
again, suggesting, as he did before, 
that he's fighting tho battles of the 
fellow he wants to borrow from. 


What can Morgcnthau and Phillips 


do? There's thai destroyer deal. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt traded 50 destroyers 
for a British promise to lease us some 
naval bases in the Atlantic. But no 
collateral changed hands.

ister Churchill declared Thursday. 


Therefore German invasion "is still 


Britain's supreme danger," he said. 


At the same time in his pre-Christ- 


mas war review before the House of 
Commons Churchill spoke joyfully of 
Britain's continuing ofensivc against 
Italy in Africa and. optimistically of 
Brtain's chances next year of armed 
party with Germany. 


If Britain's 1941 strength is 
not 


used in defense of the British Isles, 
Churchill said, it may be used "in 
other theaters" but he did not say 
what they might be. 


The battle of Africa has cost Bri- 


.ain less than 1,000 killed and wound- 
ed as against capture of at least 50,- 
K)0 prisoners and much material; but 
about all it has demonstrated 
the 


quality of the British empire's forces, 
permitting us "to take bolder views 
than were open to us in the past."

Thin Ghost of an 
Eaglet's Shadow 


Europe never breaks with its past. 


Always the dead hand of the hor- 
rors-and the glories of the past are 
on the continent's shoulder. 


A healthy sense of the past, is good, 


but there is something morbid in the 
news from Germany that the remains 
of the Duke of Reichstadt, Napoleon's 
pitiful little son, have been removed 
from the gloomy old Capuchin mau- 
soleum in Vienna and reburied 
in 


Paris. 


In Heaven's name, why this all-too- 


literal rustling of the dead bones of 
the past? What price has France paid 
that the dust of the bones of L'Aiglon, 
the eaglet, should return to the Paris 
where he was bom? Why should Ger- 
man authorities wish to encourage this 
symbol of French nationalism? The 
more one thinks of it the madder it 
seems. 


This little son of 
Napoleon 
and 


Marie-Louise of Austria had a strange. 
ill-starred, unreal life which, short as 
it %vas, became the stuff of drama. 
He was born in the Tuileries Palace 
in Paris in 1811, when his father 
was master of Europe and the most 
powerful man in the world. 


He was a baby of two (though deck- 


ed with the title. King of Rome) when 
his father's empire fell. 


He was three during the Hundred 


Days, and was being reared as an 
Austrian princeling when his father 
died on lonely St. Helena. 


His existence was used as a pawn 


in European politics for 15 years, but 
the frail Duke himself led the life 
of a lap-dog until he died at 21. pro- 
bably the victim of pneumonia, though 
wild tales were not lacking that he 
had been poisoned. 


There has always been a cult of 


Napoleon-worshipers in France. In fact 
it has been said that the return of 
the body of Napoleon I to Paris pro- 
vided the spiritual back-ground for 
establishment of the brummagem em- 
pire of Napoleon III. Perhaps, the 
Republic having 
fallen, 
Napoleon- 


worship 
has 
resurected 
itself 
in 


France; perhaps there are those who 
were willing to trade something to 
Hitler for this pitiful symbol. 


Unhappy and restless in life, the 


little Duke could not be allowed to 
sleep in his Hapsburg catacomb. A 
pawn while breath was in htm. his 
very dust would seem now again to 
be used in some obscure move on 
the European checkerboard.

Lots of men have. The SOlst Para- 


chute Battalion, now training here, 
has a long waiting list of volunteers. 


Fifteen officers and 412 enlisted men, 


all volunteers, are practicing at Ft. 
Benning for the kind of warfare 
that served Germany so well in the 
Netherlands and Belgium. It's noth- 
ing new to them, for the U. S. Army 
began experimenting with this sort 
of attack in 1928, when 10 infantry- 
men jumped from a plane at Chnn- 
ute Field. That was long before Ger- 
many and Russia turned to the para- 
chute. Even now they are not copying 
the German technique, but experi- 
menting on their own. 


The air corps thinks it's pretty elite. 


The armored divisions have 
begun 


crowding 
it for smart, likely lads 


with more ability and dash than the 
avrage. But the parachuters—there's 
still another elite service. 


Look at the qxialifications: in ad- 


dition to regular army qualifications 
and one year's service, the volunteer 
parachuter must have "demonstrated 
soldiery qualities, agility, athletic ab- 
ility, intelligence, initiave detcrmna- 
tion and daring," and must be smart 
enough to learn map reading, sketch- 
ing, radio, demolition, and 
several 


other specialized subjects. He must be 
expert with his weapons. Ho must 
be not more than 32 years old, weigh 
not more than 185 pounds, and be 
tree of heart disease ami abnormal 
blood pressure. 


Once passed on all these counts 


and having volunteered, he may join 
the SOlst Parachute Battalion when 
his name clears the waiting list. In 
neat new barracks adjoining Lawson 
Field, the present 412 volunteers car- 
ry on their work. They learn 
to 


fold their own parachutes (if it doesn't 
open, pal, you have only yourself to 
blame). They take special calisthenics 
which teach them to fall and roll 
over with a minimum of risk. 


They learn to collapse their para- 


chutes after landing, lest the still- 
spread canopy drag them along the 
ground.
